AT AUG 22 CONSULTATIONS IT WAS AGREED TO GO THROUGH LATEST 
VERSION OF CRP 1 PARA BY PARA. WEO'S PROPOSED SPECIFIC 
WORDING CHANGES OR DELETIONS, AND ON AUG 25 G-77 AND 
WEO'S COMPLETED REMAINING CHAPTERS OF CRP1. EC-9 PAPER 
ON INDUSTRIALIZATION (CRP 2) SERVED AS BASIS OF DISCUSSION 
OF THAT ITEM, AND G-77 INDICATED SOME AREAS OF SERIOUS 
DISAGREEMENT. ONE MAJOR STUMBLING BLOCK WAS ABSOLUTE 
G-77 REFUSAL TO ACCEPT PRIVATE SECTOR PARTICIPATION IN
